Child Found Dead 
About 75 Feet O ff 
Traveled Highway 


MINEOLA, N. Y.— UP— 
The decomposed body of the 
idnaped Weinberger baby 
was found today in the Long 
sland woods where he was 
abandoned by his kidnaper 
uly 5. 
The body of the child was 
ound some 12 hours after 
Angelo John LaMarca, 31, a 
bushy-haired mechanic, con- 
essed 
to police and FBI 
agents that he kidnaped the 
child. 
The child's alm ost undistinguish­ 
able rem ains were found under a 
scrub oak tree about 150 feet off 
the heavily traveled northern state 
parkway. 
In his confession, LaM arca de­ 
nied he killed month-old Peter but 
said he had placed him "gently” 
in the woods less than 24 houri 
after he stole him from his car­ 
riage on July 4. 
Police found an almost undis­ 
tinguishable bundle. A safety pin 
held what appeared to be the re­ 
mains of a garm ent. Below it was 
what appeared to be tiny bones. 
Search of the area pointed out 
by LaM arca began under heavily 
clouded skies this morning. Some 
50 work-clothed policemen moved 
an arm’s length apart through a 
200-acre area of trees and heavy 
underbrush. 
LaM arca said -he had placed 
the baby in the woods about 75 
feet off the northern state park­ 
way at exit 37, a little more than 
a city block from the nearest oc­ 
cupied house. Police said it was 
unlikely anyone ever heard the 
infant's cries over the hum of 
tires on the heavily traveled high­ 
way.

Prelim inary Plans Studied 
Bath Road Rebuilding Set

Prelim inary plans for the re­ 
building of Bath road should be 
completed and presented to the 
State Highway Department for 
approval within a week. 


Present plans call for the eli­ 
mination of two "S” curves— 
one between Route 13 and Low­ 
er 
Bucks 
Hospital 
and 
the 
second at Laurel Bend. 


A team of surveyors and en­ 
gineers has been studying the 
road for over a month now and 
drawing up recomm endations for 
the 
rebuilding 
project. 
The 
team started at the beginning of 


the road at O tter street, B ristol, 


and 
has 
now 
worked 
p ast 


L aurel Bend. 


They will c a rry their studies 


up to R oute 413, and a spokes­ 
m an said they should be finished 
by the end of next week.
